For tbiee ye*rs past Mr. H. B Parker 
had beeu in the employ of tiie Maysville 
Cotton Mills, having previously been 
known to -superintendent Scott. 

tie was taken ill a few days ago, and 
last eveuing he died iu a small lodging 
where he lived alone, but there were 
stranger-friends about his humble couch 
when he passed away. 

Mr. Parker was far above the ordinary 
in intelligence. 

He was burn in New Orleans of well- 
to-do parents 53 years ago, his father 
being, we believe, a ship-owner and of 
New Eut'laud Puritan stock. 

While 'tuite ynuug deceased went East, 
and wbeu the gold discoveries were made 
in California he with a number of other 
adventurous spirits organized a party to 
cross the plains and seek fortune in the 
new El Dorado. 

The party encountered and com- 
passed many dangers, being once mur- 
derously attacked bv an army of Mor- 
uiobs. at wh.<se hands it suffered great 
loss. Finally Parker reached California, 
where he settled down to business, was 
happily married and had two children. 
During a buiness trip East he had occa- 
sion to wire his bank foi f-t.OOO: what 
was his astonishment when he learned 
that his partner had sold out the entire 
concern, exhausted the bauk account and 
left for parts unktiowu. and to this day 
Mr. Parker had never heard from him. 

Closely following upon the heels of this 
misfortune his wife and children died;— 
and so far as known by his intimates the 
man who now lies dead at the undertak- 
ing rooms of Mqllvaine & Humphreys 
leaves not a relative on earth. 

Burning under sufferings at the hands 
of the Mormons in his early life.

On the other hand, when his 
fellow-laborer from the states crosses the line he receives two 
Mexican dollars for his one dollar Uncle Sam's money. And 
it must not be forgotten that Mexico is a Free Silver country.

BUINO BOYS PLAY BASEBALL, 




Prof. U. It. Huntoon, ol the Kentuckj 
school, describing baseball among the 
Mind, says: Tw baseball gnaw differa. 
Of courw, in manj of Ita details from the 
regular gsmta. The diamond is not oi 
regulation si/e, but 1h of regulation 
form. The distance between bases li 
but 40 feet. The fielders are stationed 
the same as in the National league game 
with the exception that there Is a right 
shortstop, thus making ten men i»i 
■Ide. In the outfield, in public games, 
there hi an unlimited unmbe/of player* 
each taking n turn at the bat, first mov 
bag up » nep. iltlou « benevera batsman 
is put out. 

The catcher sits on the ground, well 
back from th • home plate, nud, to guard 
against injury, he wears o mask and .1 
chest protector. His position Is sueb 
thUt when .1 pitcher delivers u ball it 
•trikes the ground just between the 
knees and is taken on the short hound. 

The batsman takes his position at 
the plate with a hear} fiat hat, some- 
what like those used In cricket. The 
umpire, who must be a man of unim- 
paired vision, calls upon the pitcher to 
get ready, and then clearly clnga out: 
"One, two. Hire. :" At the word tare* 
the pitcher must Inyall) deliver the ball 
He pitches in the slow, underhand wuy 
peculiar to the game 23 or 30 years ago, 
the idea being to deliver o ball that can 
be hit by the bateman, who. standing 
there in the darkness, with a sharpened 
sense of hearing ami a wonderful con- 
ception of the time that must . lapse be- 
fore the ball reaches him, 1- prepared 

to strike. 

If the batsman should miss the ball 
bounces into the catcher's lap, ond la re- 
turned to the pitcher by a single tosi 
with a precision that is wonderful. 
When the ball is batted the umpire calli 
out quickly to the fielder in whose direc- 
tion it is traveling, and he. guided In a 

sense of hearing, either catches the ball 
or follows it In lu course through the 
grass. Bix strikes are an out. Infield- 
ing any niiml>er of bounds are permit- 
ted-. If the battel Will is a "hot liiK-r" 
and traveling straight for an Infielder's 
head, the umpire thouta a warning, and 
in such cases the player ducks or falls to 
the turf.
